Kitty Grant, Capt. IiOMJ, left Muskegan for 
Mitwaukeeo with a load of lumber for S. B. 
Grant. Tbe wind wag fresh, aud the little craft 
glided swiftly over the riaing waves. As the 
gale increased, the Captain shortened sail and 
thought he would be enabled safely to weather 
the gale. But fate bad ordered otherwise, and 
whc-n the schooner wasofTFoi Point, a furious 
blast struck her and she immediately capsized, 
and as ibe lay on her beam ends, drifting hither 
and thither, the furious wavea would dash over 
bor, threatening inntant destruction, and envel- 
oping her in a continuous sea of foam. But 
still her Captain and brave crew clung to their 
unfortunate venae! until about 9 o'clock Mon- 
day morning, when her masts fell overboard, 
and she immediately righted. It was then found 
that four passengers, who had retired for safety 
into the cabin, were drowned, it being impos- 
sible fur them to get out after the vessel cap- 
sized. They were all Germans, and we were 
unable to learn their names. Out of the five 
pnmmigers who went on board nt Muskegan but 
one was saved. After the schooner righted 
she rolled and tossed in the trough of the heavy 
sea, but was fortunately seen during Monday 
morning by the schooner Flora, Capt. CHAN- 
DLER, who bore down upon the wreck, and suc- 
ceeeded in rescuing the seven persons who still 
remained upon it, whom be safely landed nt,'

died, leaving but three alive, who were rescued 
from their perilous position by the schooner 
JSctlc City of Kucine, and taken to Chicago, 
where their wants were properly cared for, 
and they returned to our city yesterday noon.

The New Metal.—The new French metal pro- 


pared from clay by Mr. Deville, of Paris, is 
getting to be of practical value in the arts.— 
This fact is mainly owing to the facility with 
which sodium may now be procured, nnd which 
ia tho active agent for the revivification of alu- 
minum. Sodium is obtained by tho decompo- 
sition of soda by charcoal. By the aid of a 
little lime it has been found easier to separate 
it from oxygen. Among the many remarkable 
qualities of this metal, such as its resistance to 
oxidation cither in the air or by acids, its hard- 
ness, lightness, malleability, &c., is itg sonori- 
ty.
